AMATEURS SUPPLY COMMUNICATIONS 
FOR BOAT PARADE 
By Mark Pallans, WB4KKG, EC & RACES R.O. 

The annual Fort Lauderdale Christmas Boat parade may be 
considered to be a Florida equivalent to the Rose Parade in 
Pasadena. For the past ten years boats ranging from one man air 
boats to 120 foot luxury yachts are decorated with lights, Christmas 
displays, bands and singing groups and travel the twelve mile route 
up the Intracoastal waterway from Fort Lauderdale to Pompano. 
Homes, businesses and condominiums along the route also com- 
pete for awards in various categories. In past years, due toa lack of 
communications some horrendous problems have occurred both in 
the parade and along the shore. 

This year the Chamber of Commerce asked for amateur 
assistance. WB4KKG began going to planning meetings in 
February for the December 19, 1981 parade. Such extensive 
planning is required for the following reasons: 

1. Five different public safety agencies must closely coordinate. 

2. Five bridges along the waterway must be carefully regulated 
to prevent massive traffic jams. 

3. Boat traffic along the waterway and in Port Everglades would 
have to be restricted for the duration of the parade. 

4. Parade vessels have to be controlled in order to maintain a 
smooth flow. 

At the suggestion of WB4KKG it was decided that a command 
post would be set up at the Bahia Mar Marina where represen- 
tatives of all of the agencies involved could monitor the parade 
progress and make any decisions ‘‘eyeball to eyeball’’ without 
creating jurisdictional problems. Communications equipment in. 
the center included the two amateur control frequencies (plus three 
back-up units), the marine channel used by the parade participants 
and all of the police and government channels used by the agencies 
involved. Surprisingly with two 2 meter rigs, two Marine VHF 
units, one UHF unit and one 6 meter unit located in one room there 
was virtually no interference and no transmissions were lost. All of » 
the actual parade control was handled on 2 meters. 

The Motorola Amateur Radio Club 146.19/79 repeater was used as 
the command channel for boat movement. Fourteen control boats 
with hams aboard, the Lead boat and the Fort Lauderdale Fire 
boat were able to maintain contact with the command post by 
handheld units because the repeater’s remote receivers were “line 
of sight’ along the whole route. Adam Wantuch, WA4QQR, did a 
superb job in controlling the parade movement from the command 
post. 

Land control was handled on the Gold Coast FM Association’s 
146.01/61 repeater. Operators were stationed with the five bridge 


tender, four police roadblocks, the finish line and the lead boat.

CALL FOR ACTION. About 25 or 30 years ago Hams had the 11 
meter band and, because they didn’t use it enough, the FCC finally 
took it away from them and allocated it to the citizens band, 
thereby creating the first obscenity known to the Radio World. 

This action was based on a policy of ‘‘use it or lose it’”’. Because of 
this policy, much vast footwork was required by amateurs to save 
the 10 meter band at a later date. That band was saved because of 
the creation of the 10/10 International which spurred enough ac- 
tivity on 10 meters to convince the FCC to let the amateurs keep it. 

“Use it or lose it” is one way to lose a band but now we are faced 
with another way to lose one. The villain this time is our old 
friend(?) cable TV and we are being threatened on two fronts. 
First, a news item from the Halifax, FL Chapter of QCWA states 
that the FCC has been allowing Cable TV to use frequencies in the 
ham band. The FCC decided to allow this use on the basis of a 
recent decision that cable is a non-radiating distribution service. 

Tell that to a Ham who is looking at an FCC citation for in- 
terfering with his neighbor’s cable TV reception and tell that to the 
cable company whose cable in interfering with the ham’s 2 meter 
rig! We all know that cable not only leaks RF but it leaks both ways 
so that it is subject to mixing with amateur rigs operating on 
almost any frequency. I should know since, as a member of the 
HARC TVI Committee, I have already investigated a number of 
TVI and RFI complaints caused both ways. Last of all, tell me why 
that decision should not rank as the Eighth Wonder of the World! 

If this decision stands, amateurs might stand to lose part or even 
all of the 144 Mhz band. Right now the ARRL is preparing a petition 
to prevent this takeover of amateur frequencies by these money- 
hungry pirates who, once they get their foot in the door, will never 
stop demanding more of the ham frequencies. ALL AMATEURS 
are urged to support Sen. Goldwater and his Senate Bill S929. 
Goldwater, K7UGA, is very nearly all that stands between us and 
the slow erosion of amateur privileges. He can’t doit alone, so write 
letters to your representatives and urge them to help him. 

On the second front we have a threat from the microwave boys 
who seek to deprive us of our freedom to listen to any broadcast 
regardless of its nature, which freedom is defined in the Rado Act 
of 1934, Section 605. According to SCM, northern Florida, N4UF, 
these guys have had the unmitigated gall to attempt to introduce a 
bill to Congress which would ban possession of certain types of 
receivers even in a person’s own residence. 

This bill is known as HM129. So once again WRITE TO YOUR 
REPRESENTATIVES on this one and ask them to please vote 
against it and thereby protect your freedom to monitor the public 
air waves. 

For once, let’s get off our duffs and pull together to put a stop to 
this gradual theft of our hard-earned privileges which are being 
slowly chipped away by these garbage peddlers! 

Amateur Radio is the finest hobby in the world. Let’s try to keep 
it! ! Let us not sit still and watch it go the way of the hula hoop!

Dear Andy: 

In an earlier issue of QST, I read where the Connecticut State Police and the amateurs 
work hand-in-hand in the reporting of accidents and certain types of violations of the law 
where traffic is concerned. The system has been developed to the point where the State 
Police have installed the necessary interface equipment. In Florida, the only similar case 
of cooperation is the Clay Co. Sheriff's Reserve Communication Squad, which is com- 
prised of local amateurs. There may be a few other cases we know nothing of. 

In the Greater Brandon area, we have urged hams to report accidents if they witness 
them or come upon them shortly after they have occurred. The reception of our reports by 
the Sheriff’s Office frequently leaves us with the feeling that we may be talking into an 
empty oil drum. Despite the information that the report was originated by a radio 
amateur and was being relayed by another, the usual response is “‘We’ll have a car 
check” and the circuit abruptly broken. No “Thanks” or a request for additional in- 
formation concerning injuries or fire. Even an empty oil drum with answer with an echo. 

Amateurs, for the most part, are conscientious and trustworthy. In Hillsborough 
County, the Office of Civil Defense considers the amateur an important adjunct to its 
emergency communications, whether or not a member of RACES. Perhaps there is a 
formula that will encourage our law-enforcement agencies to take a second look as was 
done in the state of Connecticut and in Clay County, Florida. Perhaps it lies within the 
ranks of the amateurs to convince those agencies that not all civilians trying to assist in 
emergencies are trying to play “cop” and stealing their thunder. But how do you doit?

The Bill thus died on the calendar, due to inaction. It cannot be considered during 
Special Session unless 2/3 of both House & Senate vote in favor of consideration, or unless 
it is made the subject of a Special Session. Both events are highly unlikely, thus the Bill is 
dead until brought up again, next Regular Session.

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ARMY MARS — MYTHS ABOUTPHONE PATCHING 
A. By Dick, AAR4PP 

There is more false information out-about® wee -patching than 
any other phase of Ham radio, with the possible exception of those 
magical super-antennas, which are supposed to defy the laws of 
physics. Let’s debunk a few of them: 

1. YOU NEED A CALIFORNIA KILOWATT TO PHONE- 
PATCH TO GERMANY. Baloney! I patched to Germany barefoot 
for an entire Summer, and what I could hear, I could almost work 
at patch quality. The guys with linears got through when the bands 
were open and failed when they were closed, just like me. The 
difference was that, when bands were closing down, the linears 
could usually work about five minutes more than I could before 
they had to QRIT, too. That’s an expensive five minutes! A good 
friend of mine in Navy MARS works Diego Garcia for phone- 
patches. He uses a linear, but Diego Gargia is in the Indian Ocean, 
which is a few more hop-skip-jumps away from Florida than 
Germany. 

2 YOU NEED A HUMONGOUS TOWER TO WORK GERMANY. 
Don’t you believe it. Forty-five feet up is plenty. Florida has an 
advantage for European stations that more than compensates for 
height. The German stations refer to what they call, ‘““The South 
American Skip.” This is not a Samba! Rather, it is a propagation 
fact that, for them, when North America is generally closed, South 
America, the Caribbean Islands, and Florida are often wide open. 

3. YOU NEED A LOG PERIODIC ANTENNA TO DO THE JOB. 
Not for most frequencies, you don’t. 20.975 and 14.402 are easy for 
most rigs and Ham antennas. 14.664 is tougher, but you don’t need 
all three. If you want 14.664, you might want to trim about a half 
inch or so from each end of your driven element with a hacksaw 
(the world’s only REAL antenna-tuner! ), with some possible loss of 
20-meter CW freqs. Check with your manufacturer: most antenna 
companies will sell you extra end-pieces to keep in the closet for 
when you want to re-convert your antenna to a standard Ham rig. 


- PHONE-PATCHING DEMANDS GREAT SACRIFICE FROM 


E PATCH OPERATOR. Wrong. It requires great sacrifice from 
his FAMILY, who cannot call out or be called for hours at a time. 
(It’s a good idea to make up a sked with other family members 
before commiting yourself to this kind of work.)

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THE VHFers ROOST

For the past several years, the subject of propagation beacons 
has been a hot issue with VHFers. While most operators feel they 
have value in determining open propagation paths, a few people do 
not like them because of potential QRM problems. With the recent 
increase in weak signal DX activity on 144 and 432 Mhz, now is the 
time to explore the possibility of some in FL. One 2 meter operator, 
N4PZ of Sarasota, is operating a 30 watt beacon on 144.090 Mhz. 
from 2200-0400Z each evening through May and will recommence in 
Sept. His beacon antenna is aimed toward South America to at- 
tempt to explore 2 meter Te possibilities from South America to 
FL. On March 16th, it was heard by LU6EEG. However, if 
enhanced tropo conditions exist from Sarasota to Miami, the N4PZ 
signal should be quite strong in Miami, and thus tip off Miamians to 
good trans-state conditions. 6 meter beacons are not too common in 
the contiguous 48 states, but some operators have utilized them 
during periods of potential Te and F2 activity. Strategically located 
beacons operating on 70 and 23 cm have the potential to greatly 
increase activity on the upper bands, because presently not too 
many hams utilize these bands except on a cross town basis. 
Normally, enchanced tropo conditions are exhibited on the higher 
frequencies first and then move downward due to the fact that 
temperature/humidity inversion ducts start off at small size and 
then may grow. (More on ducting in future columns.) At a 
minimum, someone or a club in the Orlando area should.consider a 
432 or 1296 Mhz beacon with a high gain omnidirectional antenna to 
enable hams in all sections of the state to have a propagation in- 
dicator to look for each day. Statistically, the best tropo conditions 
normally exist just after sunrise, then decrease to a minimum 
about noon, and rise again to a lower peak during the evening 
hours. Another, although not perfect means of determining 
VHF/UHF dx propagation conditions, is to utilize the signals from 
the many other users of the spectrum above 30 Mhz. Simple 
monitor receivers for 30-50 Mhz. often give clues to ES, Te, and F2 
on 6m. The lower TV channels (2-6) also tip off operators when their 
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pictures have strong QRM. CH 7 TV, commecial FM broadcast 
stations, and aeronautical VOR stations give the 144 and 220 Mhz 
operator clues to possible Es and enhanced tropo. The UHF TV 
channels are an excellent aid to the 432 Mhz enthusiast in noting 
above average conditions. A propagation indicator recently utilized 
by K3SXA/MM2 near San Salvador, Bahamas, some 400 miles ESE 
of Miami, was the fact that the _ ship’ 
s bridge was able to copy USCG Port Canaveral on 156.8 Mhz. 
Several hams from Marathon to Palm Beach County QSOed him on 
2 meters and I worked him on both 6 and 2 meters. 

I recently attended the Orlando Hamvacation and finally got to 
meet and visit with a number of FL VHF ers. Many active VHF ers 
from all sections of the state attended the hamfest and the informal] 
SWOT meeting. WB2RJL says over 50 SWOT members stopped by 
the SWOT table. 

Propagation fireworks on 6 meters are a highlight this month. 
Many openings to LU and other South American countries have 
resulted. LU8WAT is located some 5800 miles South of Miami and 
has utilized a 3 watt PEP transceiver to conduct many S-9+ QSOs 
in FL. While he is normally worked during the daylight hours and 
supposedly via Te, his signals are always loud and much clearer 
than those resulting from nighttime Te. One of the best days this 
operator has seen was on Mar, 21 when South America was loud 
and undisturbed during most of the afternoon, and 6m was also 
open agag during the evening hours. Stations from PY2, CP8, CE4, 
and again 20 LUs were worked in FL and F5FF(NM) was in for 
over two hours on backscatter during the afternoon. K2RTH/4 and 
his XYL, KA4ULJ, made many S. America QSOs with 100 watts and 
a second story whip. On 28 Mar., JAs were worked during the 
morning from Miami and W5DZF/4 completed 6m WAC after 25 
years of trying. Congrads, Scotty! However, on 29 Mar., from 1418- 
1432 Z, JAs were piled up on each other, and all-had S9+ signals. 
The long path F2 opening was worked by K2RTH/4, WB2QLP/4, 
W8HXT/4, KA4ULJ, K4LQ, and WB40SN; WB40SN managed _-13

They endured 35 
degree temperatures (yes—this was in Florida), 15 to 20 Knot 
winds and water spray. 

Amateur radio has been invited back for the next parade on 
December 18, 1982 and WB4KKG is now setting up a committee to 
run the operation. Amateurs in the Broward county area are urged 
to sign up as soon as possible as all assignments will be given on a 
first come basis.

MORE FCC DEREGULATIONS 

At an Open Agenda meeting on April 1, 1982, the 
FCC eliminated two sections of the Amateur Regulations, 
as part of an ongoing review of rules to prune out those 
which are no longer necessary. Section 97.71 required an 
adequately filtered DC plate power supply for transmitters 
operating below 144 MHz. Section 97.74 required a means 
of measuring frequency independent of the transmitter it- 
self. Cancellation of these two rules represents a change 
in regulatory philosophy from how to observe the rules to 
what the result should be. Other rules still in place re- 
quire that an amateur signal be clean and that it be in 
band. The same meeting adopted a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking which would provide new frequencies for mod- 
el control in the 72 to 76 MHz range. (ARRL OB 32) 


FLORIDA REPEATER COUNCIL REPORT 

The FRC met at Orlando during the hamfest and 
determined that they have no current plans to avoid ass- 
ignment of repeater frequencies in the Segment currently 
being used for RACES and other simplex operation. It 
was reported that a 440 MHz link, full duplex, is being 
tested from Melbourne to Ft. Lauderdale, with a similar 
link from Melbourne to Tampa being developed. There 
are currently 400 repeaters in the state of Florida. Cur- 
rent standards for frequency assignment are 100 mile 
separation for co-channel (same channel) interference mini- 
mization, and 15 miles for adjacent channel separation. _ 

The Pinellas County area hopes to activate a 146.85 
machine soon. KSFOG was re-elected Council President; 
Al Friend, W4CF, resigned as Frequency Coordinator and 
was elected Vice-president. They are looking for volunt- 
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eers for Frequency Coordinators. The 2 meter saturation 2 
point in Florida has been achieved.
